GEORGIA. 

Wasninetor, Aug. 2.—{uformation re- 
ceived here states thatthe Bullock party in 
Georgia have decided to construe the act ad- 
mitting that State adversely to a State elec- 
tion this fall. Accordingly the Legislature, 
which is now in session, has decided to con- 
tinue its term of office indefinitely, thereby 
preventing an adjournment sine die, and de- 
claring at the same time that no vacancies exist 
in the Legislature to be filled by any election. 
This is a sudden change from the views en- 
tertained a few weeks since, and, it is said, 
will certainly lead to trouble in the State, as 
the Conservatives are determined to hold an 
election. Attorney General Akerman has 
been applied to in au informal way for an 
opinion on the law, but deciines to respond 
eacept on application through official sources, 
The President is represented as favoring a 
new State election, and the prompt admis- 
sion of Senators and members of Congress 
next December.

suite in the courte of the United States or 
brought into said courts by appeal, 
writ of error, or removal from any State court 
wherein a State is a party, or where the exe- 
cution of the revenue laws of any State may 
be enjoined or stayed by judicial order or pro- 
cess, it shall be the duty of any court, in 
whieh such cause maybe pending, on suffi- 
cient reason shown, to give such cause the 
preference and priority over all other cases 
pending in such court between a private 
party and the State or party claiming 
under the laws of the State, the execution of 
whose revenue laws is enjoined or suspended, 
shall have a right to haye such cause heard at 
‘any time aftersuch cause is docketed in said 
court, in preferenee to any other civil cause 
pending in such court between private par- 
tiee.

If the Republican means that 
no honest employment ws disgraceful, we 
allow its truth; but to say that everything 
is honorable, because it is honest, is an ab- 
surdity. The occupation ot cook and bar- 
ber, for example, can not certainly be a 
matter of honor. To say that they are is 
to war with nature and custom. They 
should not be oppressed in any way; but 
they should not be preferred for office on 
account of their calling. A man may even 
have a genius for cooking and be a chief 
among hair-dressers and yet be an indif- 
ferent President of the United States. 


The killing of Mr. Lowny’s goats at 
Elkton, as detailed by a correspondent of 
the Louisville Commercial, was a very sad 
affair.

The leaders have 
‘found that any amount of usurpation, vio- 
lence, and tyranny may be exerted in the 
cause of “equal rights” without alienating 
the North. The New York election 
showed them their danger. They felt 
their party disintegrating, and we may 
now anticipate the most desperate at- 
tempts on their part to reinstate the only 
issue by means of which they can organ- 
ize and wield the public sentiment of the 
North or maintain the unity of the Repub- 
lican party itself. 

Here then we bave a key to the position 
ot the Northern press on HoLDEN’s meas- 
ures.

Place 
the South rectus in dria, warring upon no 
man's copstitutional rights but only de- 
manding her own, and sueing through her 
great adyccate, thé Northern Democracy, 
tor a return to peace, Justice, economy. and 
constitutional goyggyyeept, and we believe 
that the robust manlmess and hearty lib- 
eralism of our race will respond to her 
overtures from every quarter of the Union.

The fellowing whites 
were wounded: Johnsoa, Hawkins and Bradshaw, 
the fist pamed supposed to be mortally. Three 
negroes were killed en the spot, one of whom 
was Billy Smith, a former siave of Abram smith, 
and come twenty wounded. The occurrence is 
much to be depiored, but was hardly avoidable 
sooner or later, as the insolence aud intimida- 
tions of the negroes, naturally quiet and peace- 
able when left alone, urged on by some mean 
whites, was uptearable. 

Much dissatisfaction is expressed by a Humber 
of conservative Redicais in this district at the 
actions ef some of the leaders of the party in 
thus arming negroes against the whites. Quite 
a number voted the ie ticket and con- 
verts are rapidly coming over. 


DISTRESSING OCCURRENCE.

A very distressing affair occurred about nine 
o'clock yesterday evening in the third story of 
Jobnson’s block, on Third street, just opposite 
the post-office. The upper portion of the bulld- 
Ing ls occupied as private sleeping-rooms by a 
number of gentlemen. Mr. 8. M. Norman occu- 
pies the front room im the third story. Last even- 
ing Dr. W. A. Sandek, who bas a room on the 
secend floor, Mr. A. A. Wheeler and Mai. Chaun- 
cey Miller were spending the evening in Mr. 
Normen’s room. They were conversing socially, 
when a man, a total stranger to all of them, ab- 
ruptly entered the room and said: “I have stood 
your tmeults as long as I can. You have been 
talking about Méliie Breen, and lam going to 
put a stop te . and seized Mr. Norman. Mr. 
Norman released himself, when the man drew a 
pistol and advanced upon Dr. Saudek, who re- 
treated imto the corner, and entreated the man 
not to fre. The man centinued to advance in a 
tbreatevine manner, and, being unable te re- 
treat further, Pr. Saudek snatched a small four- 
barreled Sha: p’s phtol, which was lying on the 
mantel, and fred three shots, the frst of which 
failed to take effect. The second took effect in 
the neck. just over the left carotid artery, pass- 
ing upwerd and laterally. This dall could not 
be feund by the physicians. The third shot per- 
forated the skull just above and behind the len 
ear. At the third shot the maa fell to the floor. 
Medica! assistance was immediately summoned 
and the wounds dressed. Neither of the bails 
could be found. The wounds, though not neces- 
sarily fatal, are very dangerous. 

It was ascertained that the wounded man was 
named James W. Been, well known in the city, 
aod who had a room in the same building. He 
bas at diferent times labored under mental de- 
rangement and bas been seveia! times in the lu- 


belief that every one was trying to insult bim. 
He evidently was insane last night, and heartng 
the voices of the gentlemen imagined they were 
talking about bim. Dr. Saudek, who is a mem- 
ber of che Orm of saudek 4 Jones, druggists.

From paseevgers who arrived in the city by the 
Lexington train on yesterday, we learn that an 
effair occurred at Lawrenceburg, on Tuesday 
vigbt, which will, doubtiess, be represented as 
a Gret-class “Kukiux outrage.“ The facts, as we 
learn, are about these: For two months past a 
negro named Peter Penny, alias Ellison, fermerly 
a ‘lave of the late W. W. Penny, E-q., of Ander- 
son county, has atsumed some. sort of authority 
to adjudicate on complaints of negroes, upon 
which he would notify citizens to appear before 
him for trial. A school-house, or church, built 
by colored people, having been sold for debt, an 
agent for the Freedmen’s Bureau came to Law- 
remcebarg for the purpose of reclaiming the 
property, and while there gave infermation that 
Peter's authority vas ouly that of a school 
trustee, and that im undertaking to settle dis- 
putes between black and white men he was trans- 
cendipg hig authority. It seem‘, however, that 
Peter continu: d bis supervision of the affairs of 
colored persons, and on the day of the election, 
being informed that a negro named Darniy 
Odell contemplated voting the Democratic ticket, 
caused him to be arrested by two ether negroes, 
when the white police interfered and arrested 
those having the custody of O fell. This, it is 
said, incensed Peter, who threatened to cause | 
Odell to be sgain taken and sent off, andso 
} alarmed him that he was about selling off bis 
plunder, preparatory to leaving on Tuesday. On 
that night about fifty men appeared tn Lawrence- 
burg as Kukluz.“ whether white or black our 
informant does not know; but the object of their 
visit @&S Soon explained: Perry, otherwise Ein- 
son, Was taken out and severely whipped.
